faned in the midst of them; and the heathen shall know that I am 
the Lord, saith the Lord God, when I shall be sanctified in you 
before their eyes.” 

I believe that all honest hearts will agree that the good name 
of the Church of God in Christ has been disgraced, and our leaders 
have brought us to shame. We have told the world through the 
papers about a simple misunderstanding over leadership. If we 
would have kept the brotherly agreement (which stated that the 
duties of the Board and of the Senior Bishop would be worked out 
in April), this could have been avoided. To my knowledge this 
meeting was never held for no one was able to get both sides 
together to work out an agreement. 

I believe that with the proper agreement the election would 
have worked. As I told you in my article, “WHAT I BELIEVE,” 
the Constitution should have been amended for the election of 
another Senior Bishop, presiding officer, or whatever name you 
may choose; for sooner or later, we must agree to someone as 
leader of the General Church or we must rewrite the entire Con- 
stitution and put boards over all departments and change all Na- 
tional days, or every National Convocation will end in confusion. 

Electing an officer after publicly saying that there would be 
no election was wrong and should not have been. Electing this 
officer before getting rules to govern the office was a major mis- 
take. And this mistake is the cause of our troubles today. 

I believe the elections would have worked if the Church would 
have agreed on rules for the Board and the Senior Bishop to work 
Uy and if they had been elected after they promised to abide by 
them. 

You may say that this article is a waste of time — why say 
this now? I told the Board this at the beginning, when they were 
doing it, and was told by them that “that is water over the dam.” 

But now, this is the way out. 

STEP 1. 1 Peter 5:5-6: “Likewise ye younger, submit your- 
selves unto the elder, yea, all of you be subject one to another for 
God resisteth the proud, and giveth grace to the humble.”’ Humble 
yourselves therefore under the mighty hand of God, that He may 
exalt you in due time.” 

STEP 2. Step 2 depends on step 1. Confess your faults one 
to the other and pray one for the other for you are wrong to fight 
over to exercise lordship over God’s church. We read the words of 
Jesus in Mark 10:42-44 saying, “But Jesus called them to Him, 
and saith unto them, ye know that they which are accounted to 
rule over the Gentiles exercise lordship over them; and _ their 
great ones exercise authority upon them. But so shall it not be 
among you: but whosoever will be great among you, shall be your 
minister: and whosoever of you will be the chieftest, shall be 
servant of all.” 

You are wrong to go to court before trying to settle with your 
brother. The Word says in 1 Corinthians 6:1-7, “Dare any of you 
having a matter against another go to law before the unjust and not 
before the saints.” Verse 7 says that this is worng. To refuse to 
meet with your emotions and go to court instead is wrong. 

You are wrong to divide God’s people and cause a National 
confusion. 1 Corinthians 14:33 says, “For God is not the author 
of confusion, but of peace, as in all the churches of the saints.” 

Because of these wrongs, the constituted voters voted to sup- 
port the Board as the governing body of the Church. When this 
happened, I immediately conceded the stand I’d taken and sent a 
letter to the papers stating that right or wrong, I recognized the 
Board as the authority of the Church. I said that if we were not 
good saints, we should at least be good politicians. 

But I yet believe that there is hope of a peaceable settlement 
even at this late hour; If all will recognize the Board as the govern- 
ing body of the Church, become humble as brothers, and’ request 
that a committee work out a peaceable agreement for the Board 
and Bishop Jones to work by. For the Board and the Church love 
Bishop Jones and I believe that they will work out an agreement 
that will give Bishop Jones an honorable place in the leadership 
of the Church. 

I am not pleased to see the men that I have known and worked 


with over the years divided and biting and devouring each other. 


Will you please come together as saints, get right with each other 
by confessing your faults to each other, beg each others’ pardon. 
Let the Church know that you are together. Then, bring the 
churches together and let us finish our life’s work together in the 
Church of God in Christ. 

We say that Jesus had twelve. Yes He did, but He did not 
have twelve leaders. Jesus was the leader. The twelve were His 
disciples or His followers. Jesus was not against leadership; He 
was against lordship, or dictatorship. Read Matthew 20:25-27. In 
verse 27, Jesus said, “Whosoever will be chief among you, let him 
be your servant.” We say that He chose twelve leaders; but Mark 
3:14 says, “And He ordained twelve that they should be with Him, 
and that He might send them forth to preach. 

Some say He ordained twelve to lead the Church, but the 
Bible says He ordained them to be with Him.

in Alabama, seemed to have 
been Bishop Mason re-incarnat- 
ed as he quoted to us the scrip- 
ture particularly calling our at- 
tention to 1 Cor. 6: “Dare any 
of you having a matter against 
another, go to law before the un- 
just, and not before the saints? 
Do you not know that the saints 
shall judge the world? And if the 
world shall be judged by you, 
are ye unworthy to judge the 
smallest matters? Know ye not 
that we shall judge angels? How 


‘}much more things that pertain 


to this life? If then ye have 
judgments of things pertaining to 
this life sit them to judge who 
are least esteemed in the Church. 
I speak to your shame, Is it so 
that there is not a wise man 
among you? No, not one that 
shall be able to judge between 
his brethren? But brother goeth 
to law with brother and that be- 
fore the unbelievers.” 


With this the judge gave us 
a space to get together to dis- 
miss the case. The board asked 
the opposing side to come to 
Memphis in April to settle this 
matter and had its lawyer to 
appeal to this group with their 
lawyer for such. 


The opposing side refused and 
said let the judge decide. 

With this the board had no 
choice. Of course the judge ruled 
in favor of the board. 

The judge said to Elder Jones 
Jr., “son I am afraid you are 
the cause of all of this.” I see you 
when the sun has gone down be- 
hind the western horizon and 
the nightingales have taken re- 
pose, weary men have laid their 
tired bodies on the bed to rest, 
you go into your elderly father’s 
bedroom chamber to whisper evil 
doings and thoughts to him, but 
remember God never sleeps nor 
slumber, his.eyes are upon you.” 


The board accepted the ap- 


pointment, altho made without 
approval or counsel of the board 
of Elder O. T. Jones Jr. as 
Nat’l. President of the Y.P.W.W. 
But in 1966 when all other heads 
of departments were called by 
the board for counsels, reports 
and etc., Elder Jones refused to 
come or answer. Men of the 
board went to him personally to 
counsel with him for an under- 
standing of the work but he re- 
fused to meet with them. This 
forced us to suspend him of his 
active work. 

Letters and telegrams have 
been sent to both Elder O. T. 
Jones Sr., and O. T. Jones Jr. 
Also Elder R. E. Ranger, advisor 
to Elder Jones only to be ig- 
nored and disrespectfully an- 
swered to me as the secretary 
for the Church. 

It became necessary in our 
last Convocation after we could 
get no results from those named 
to take such action as was taken. 

We were taken again to court 
in December 1966 in Houston, 
Texas by Elder R. E. Ranger. 
The court ruled in our favor but 
we were warned by the judge at- 
torneys of the gravity of having 
such a poorly worded and _ in- 
adequate constitution. 

The judge in Alabama said 
he was willing to donate his time 
and service to help us draft a 
constitution, which is responsible 
for the Chaotic condition of our 
Church today. 

We were told by four attorneys 
in Texas last week, who have a 
deep concern for our church, that 
we cannot trust the fate of our 
church to our present constitu- 
tion another day in court. There- 
fore the Board of Bishops who 
are calling a Special Session of 
the General Assembly on Feb- 
ruary 1, 1967 at our National 
Headquarters for the purpose of 
amending our constitution to 
meet our Church’s present needs.

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THE IMPORTANT PLACE 
OF WOMEN IN THE 
INDESTRUCTIBLE 
CHURCH

Jesus said to Peter, Whom do 
men say that I the Son of man 
am? Peter said thou art the 
Christ the Son of the Living 
God. Jesus praised him for the 
truth because it did not come 
from him. It was too great for 
him. He told him flesh and 
blood did not reveal this to him 
but my father. There are some 
things that God has to reveal. 
He said upon this rock I will 
build my church. 


It is not Church Triumphant 
but Church Militant, and we are 
yet fighting. We have our Chief 
and it is Jesus Christ. He is our 
Commander-in-Chief. He never 
dies. His eyes are in every place 
beholding the evil and the good. 
God is blessing those he has 
placed here under the direction 
of our father and founder and 
they are endeavoring to lead us 


--- jn the way our founding father 


commanded and that is the way 
of the Scriptures. 


In the first days of the church, 
the women had nothing to do 
but shout and testify. Mother 
Fannie Jackson and Mother 
Westfield were here sitting on the 
front seat as the Brides of Christ 
with white dresses and veil on. 


Bishop Mason did all he could 
and God allowed him to go to 
Pine Bluff, Arkansas and pray 
in the school where he was one 
of the scholars. There he met 
Lizzie Wood and she heard the 
word and yielded her heart to 
God. She was matron in the 
school and she asked for a privi- 
lege to help and Bishop Mason 
gave it to her. Her gifts were 
organizing and evaluating wom- 
en and this was the beginning of 
this large Women’s Department 
we have here today. This church 
would be incomplete without the 
women. 


Bishop Mason said it takes a 
mammy to put something in a 
child’s mouth. All the men can 
do is put their finger in its 
mouth but Mammy can do some- 
thing else. 


The church began to enlarge 
through the women. Men did 
not get out churches by them- 
selves but the women were gath- 
ered in to help. Women would 
go where there were no churches 
with their tambourines and testi- 
fy that Jesus saves from sin. 
Nothing can inspire a woman 
like another woman. 


Going into new fields: Lou- 
venia Taylor of Texas worked 
out more churches in the state of 
Texas than any man. She did 
not attempt to pastor them. As 
fast as she worked them out she 
turned them over to Bishop Page. 
Very few came in with money 
in those days. If you had $500.00 
you were called rich. Women 
had to patch pants and put shoes 
on the poor ministers’ feet. 


Under the old dispensation the 
height of a woman’s ambition 
was to have a child. Hannah 
was sad in her heart until God 
gave her her desire. She begged 
for a man child and she prom- 
ised to give the child back to the 
Lord. She brought this man 
child and left him in the Temple. 
Women today spoil their chil- 
dren. God has put older women 
in the church to advise younger 
women how to train up their 
children. How to treat their hus- 


| bands. Many of you do not un- 


derstand. Many of us do not 
understand you. 


Under the old dispensation, 
women hid themselves, but to- 
day, we openly do our work in 
the church. There are certain 
traits and spirits that should be 
in no woman who wants to work 
in the church. 


“If any man, (which means 
woman also) be in Christ Jesus, 
he is a new creature.” Any man 
or woman having not the spirit 
of Christ is none of His. Women, 
we must have the spirit of Christ 
in our. lives. 

Ministers’ wives, may I say to 
you that no woman who is not 
dedicated to the work of her hus- 
band is worthy to be affiliated 
with him. The minister is a man 
dedicated to his profession. Some- 
times an emergency will stop 
him from taking you to dinner. 
The wife must be dedicated by 
sharing his responsibilities. Some 
ministers can talk to nobody 
without the wife wanting to know 
the nature and business. No 
other woman can get into his 
car. There are some things the 
dedicated man can share with 
no one but God. Ministers’ 
wives, stop trying to run your 
husband’s church and the people. 
Love your husbands and give 
honor to them. Sarah called 
Abraham Lord. Many things 
that a minister’s wife does cuts 
off her own life line. Have con- 
fidence that your husband knows 
who is his wife and the respect 
and honor due her, no one else 
can get. 

Women, stay with God. There 
is no need for us to fail. There 
are yet deeper depths for us to 
reach and higher heights to at- 
tain. We have greater works to 
perform. Young women prepare 
yourselves. This is the day for 
prepared women. Study the word 
of God, be examples of the word. 
Let the word of Christ dwell in 
you richly in all wisdom. 


“And God shall wipe away all 
tears from their eyes: and there 
shall be no more death: neither 
sorrow, nor crying, neither shall 
there be any more pain, for the 
former things are passed away.”

Bishop Wm. Morris was born 
in Union County Arkansas, Oct. 
3, 1894. He was the son of Paige 
and Elizabeth Morris. He de- 
parted this life November 14, 
1966 at Memphis, Tennessee, 
while attending the National 
Convocation. 


Bishop Morris spent most of 
his young life in Louisiana. His 
education was world wide and 
varied. He was a graduate of the 
American High School of Chi- 
cago, Illinois and the St. Louis 
Michigan Seminary. A prophet 
and divine healer. 


He was called to the ministry 
in 1912 and has now completed 
more than fifty years in the work 
of the Lord. 


He preached out and estab- 
lished twenty-eight churches un- 
der the banner of the Church of 
God in Christ. From this labour 
was born a multitude of spiritual 
children. Churches were estab- 
lished in Louisiana, Arkansas, 
Indiana, Kansas and California.
